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dean's  comments 


JOHN    STAMM 


With  much  attention  focused  on  the  Year 
2000  it  is  understandable  to  be  caught  up 
in  the  excitement  and  anticipation  of  the 
turn  of  the  century.  But  it  is  also  important 
that  we  celebrate  the  many  accomplish- 
ments of  the  present,  and  the  1998-99 
academic  year  was  certainly  one  of  change, 
distinction  and  discovery.  In  the  Fall  of 
1998  we  said  goodbye  to  two  wonderful 
colleagues  and  associate  deans,  Ron  Hunt 
and  Sharon  Turner.  Their  experience  and 
talents  were  recognized  by  peer  institutions,  and  they 
advanced  to  deanships  at  other  dental  schools. 
Subsequently  we  were  most  fortunate  to  identify  two 
outstanding  faculty  members 
within  our  own  ranks.  Ken  May 
and  Bill  Maixner,  to  step  into 
these  important  associate  dean 
positions. 

I  hope  you  read  the 
pages  that  follow  with  care 
and  take  special  note  of  other 
members  of  our  faculty  who  were  recognized  with 
endowed  professorships  and  prestigious  research  awards, 
elected  to  important  offices  within  their  professional 
organizations,  identified  as  visionaries  by  the  American 
Student  Dental  Association,  or  honored  with  awards  for 
outstanding  teaching.  Our  students  have  distinguished 
themselves  as  well.  The  DDS  Class  of  2002  entered  with 
the  highest  academic  standing  of  any  dental  class  in  the 
history  of  the  school  and  the  2003  class  has  followed  suit. 
Last  year's  freshmen,  were  the  first  DDS  students  to  arrive 
with  new  laptop  computers  to  access  online  course  materi- 
als, email  and  multimedia  learning  tools.  Our  faculty  is 
immersed  in  the  transition  to  new  digital/electronic 
teaching  technologies,  and  have  retooled  their  computer 
skills  to  incorporate  new  software  and  Internet-based 
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media  into  our  educational  programs.  The 
Class  of  1999  ranked  second  among  the  55 
U.S.  dental  schools  on  the  National  Board 
Part  II.  This  was  especially  gratifying  since 
that  portion  of  the  National  Board  focuses 
on  clinical  procedures  and  patient  care.  At 
the  predoctoral  and  graduate  levels,  the 
excellence  of  our  student  researchers  has 
been  acknowledged  by  the  large  number  of 
prestigious  research  awards  and  prizes  they 
have  won  in  virtually  every  discipline. 
A  singular  accomplishment  in  1999  was  the  success 
of  Patrick  Flood,  associate  dean  for  research,  and  a 
large  number  of  dental  and  medical  research  faculty  in 
competing  successfully  for  an  NIDCR 
sponsored  Comprehensive  Center  on 
Inflammatory  Disorders.  The 
CCID  is  being  funded  at  over 
$2.1  million  per  year  for  a  five- 
year  period.  Details  of  the  CCID 
will  be  featured  in  the  next 
issue  of  the  Dental  Review.  Also 
accenting  the  final  year  of  the 
20th  century  were  numerous  special  events,  including  a 
visit  from  the  UNC  Board  of  Governors  and  our  School's 
involvement  in  the  International  Special  Olympics 
program  hosted  this  year  in  North  Carolina.  These  accom- 
plishments and  events  showcased  our  research,  teaching, 
patient  care  and  service  missions  to  diverse  audiences  from 
across  the  state,  nation  and  the  world. 

I  marvel  each  year  on  all  that  has  been  accomplished 
and  how  privileged  I  am  to  work  with  this  distinguished 
family  of  faculty,  staff  and  students.  Their  dedication  and 
commitment  continue  to  ensure  that  we  maintain  the 
highest  standards  in  everything  we  do.  It  is  our  record  of 
achievement  today  that  presages  continued  success  into 
the  next  century. 
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Board  of  Governors  Visit 

It  was  a  whirlwind  tour  but  a  wonderful  opportunity  for 
the  school  to  showcase  how  it  is  able  to  apply  advances  in 
technology  to  its  teaching  program.  On  Thursday,  Oct.  8, 
1998  the  UNC  Board  of  Governors  visited  the  school.  The 
board  received  an  up-close  and  personal  look  at  the  school 
seeing  both  the  new  and  the  old  facilities. 

After  welcoming  remarks  from  Dean  John  W.  Stamm, 
faculty  members  presented  several  demonstrations  in  the 
new  preclinical  simulation  laboratory.  Focusing  on  teach- 
ing technology,  Stephen  C.  Bayne,  professor  in  operative 
dentistry,  walked  the  board  through  his  material  science 
course,  demonstrating  the  electronic  syllabus,  his  online 
teaching  material  and  the  textbook  he  has  online.  Anthony 
L.  Molina  '86,  assistant  professor  in  prosthodontics, 
demonstrated  the  use  of  the  patient  simulator  unit  show- 
ing how  new  technology  enhances  our  ability  to  prepare 
students  for  patient  treatment  procedures.  B.  Edward 
Kanoy  '78,  associate  dean  of  clinical  services,  demonstrated 
a  new  intraoral  camera,  purchased  by  the  UNC  Dental 
Parents,  underscoring  how  technology  expands  the  scope 
of  our  teaching  capabilities. 

Dean  Stamm  acknowledged  several  special  friends  of

Camilla  Tnlloch 


J.  F.  Camilla  TuUoch  BDS,  FDS,  professor  of  orthodon- 
tics, was  named  UNC's  first  Dr.  G.  Fred  Hale  Professor  in 
orthodontics.  She  is  the  school's  first  female  faculty  to 
receive  a  professorship. 

Born  in  Victoria  in  the  British  Cameroons,  TuUoch 
was  educated  in  England.  She  received  dental  training  at 
the  University  of  London,  a  diploma  in  orthodontics  from 
the  Institute  of  Dental  Surgery  and  did  her  post-graduate 
work  at  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons.  She  initially  joined 
the  UNC  faculty  in  1983  but  in  1985  accepted  a  Robert 
Wood  Johnson  research  fellowship  at  the  Harvard  School 
of  Medicine  where  she  studied  the  formal  structure  of 
decision  analysis  and  its  application  to  clinical  decisions. 
Returning  to  UNC-Chapel  Hill  as  assistant  professor  in 
orthodontics  in  1987,  she  was  promoted  to  associate 
professor  in  1989  and  full  professor  in  1995. 

Tulloch's  orthodontic  research  has  focused  on  numerous 
clinical  problems.  She  is  internationally  known  for  an  ongoing 
10-year  study  that  explores  the  controversial  question  of  later 
vs  early  orthodontic  treatment  of  patients  with  buckteeth. 

The  Hale  Professorship  was  established  by  Edgar  D. 
Baker  of  Raleigh,  N.C.  to  honor  his  long  time  friend  and 
orthodontist  colleague,  G.  Fred  Hale  who  died  in  1984. 
Hale  was  the  first  university-trained  orthodontist  to  prac- 
tice in  North  Carolina.  He  is  fondly  remembered  at  UNC 
as  an  early  advocate  lor  the  establishment  ot  the  School  ol 
Dentistry  in  1950.  He  taught  in  the  predoctoral  orthodon- 
tics program  for  one  year  in  1952  as  a  part-time  clinical 
professor  before  returning  to  lull-time  private  practice. 


William  Vann  Jr. 


William  F.  Vann  Jr.  DMD,  PhD,  professor  in 
pediatric  dentistry,  has  been  named  the  first  William  W 
Demeritt  Professor  of  Pediatric  Dentistry. 

An  Alabama  native,  Vann  received  his  dental  degree 
from  the  University  of  Alabama-Birmingham  in  1974. 
A  John  Motley  Morehead  Fellow,  he  completed  his 
pediatric  dentistry  training  in  1976  and  in  1980  earned  a 
PhD.  In  1976  Vann  joined  the  UNC  pediatric  dentistry 
faculty  as  an  assistant  professor.  He  was  promoted  to  associ- 
ate professor  in  1984  and  full  professor  in  1990.  Vann 
served  as  chair  of  the  department  of  pediatric  dentistn,- 
from  1985-94  and  is  currently  the  department's  graduate 
program  director. 

Locally  and  nationally,  Vann  has  been  a  leader  in  his 
specialty.  He  has  served  as  president  both  in  the  North 
Carolina  Society  of  Pediatric  Dentistry  and  the  American 
Academy  of  Pediatric  Dentistry.  The  Academy  named  him 
"Dentist  of  the  Year"  during  the  1999  annual  meeting. 
In  1998,  he  was  recognized  tor  his  outstanding  teaching, 
receiving  the  university's  Distinguished  Teaching  Award 
for  Post-Baccalaureate  Education. 

The  Demeritt  professorship  honors  William  W. 
Demeritt  who  was  the  first  chair  of  pediatric  dentistry'  and 
was  the  school's  first  assistant  dean.  Demeritt  was  also 
instrumental  in  establishing  a  continuing  education  pro- 
gram at  the  school  that  would  provide  outstanding 
education  tor  dental  professionals  throughout  the  state  and 
the  southeast.

The  DDS  program  continues  to  be  a  popu- 
lar program  as  nearly  1,000  applicants 
competed  for  75  slots.  Following  the 
national  average,  women  represent  38 
percent  of  the  incoming  Class  of  2002. 
These  highly  qualified  students  had 
science  GPAs  of  3.33,  non-science  GPAs 
of  3.37  with  a  high  academic  average  on 
the  DAT  of  18.40.  The  age  range  was 
21-39  with  23.48  as  the  average  age.

The  Dental  Assisting  Program  graduating 
Class  of  1999  included  10  North  Carolina 
residents  and  one  foreign  student  from 
China.  Eight  students  had  completed  at 
least  one  year  of  college,  and  two  had  earned 
baccalaureate  degrees  prior  to  enrolling. 
One  student  graduated  from  the  orthodon- 
tic specialty  program,  and  six  students  com- 
pleted the  Dental  Assisting  Preparatory  II 
Program  in  April  of  this  year.

The  dental  hygiene  class  of 
2000  enrolled  28  students. 
Twenty-three  are  North 
Carolina  residents  and  five 
are  from  out-of-state,  Iowa, 
Oregon,  West  Virginia, 
Texas  and  Florida.  The  class 
includes  26  females  and 
two  males.  Four  of  the  class 
members  are  African 
American  and  three  are 
Asian  Pacific  Islanders.  Five 
of  the  class  members  com- 
pleted baccalaureate  degrees 
prior  to  enrollment.  Ten  of 
the  class  members  have 
completed  general  college 
requirements  at  UNC-CH 
while  the  remaining  mem- 
bers transferred  from  other 
colleges  and  universities, 
primarily  in  North 
Carolina.  In  addition  to 
students  enrolling  in  the 
traditional  Dental  Hygiene 
Program,  two  students  are 
enrolled  in  the  post  certifi- 
cate degree  completion  pro- 
gram. They  have  previously 
received  either  certificates 
or  associate  degrees  in 
dental  hygiene  and  are  cur- 
rently licensed  to  practice.

Anthony  L.  Molina,  assistant  protessor  in 
the  department  of  prosthodontics,  for  his 
sense  of  humor,  his

He  served  as  a  major 
in  the  United  States 
Air  Force  Dental 
Corps  from  1988  to 
1995.  Molina  joined 
the  department 
of  prosthodontics 
in  1995. 
The  Hunt  award  was  established 
through  the  Dental  Foundation  of  North 
Carolina  Inc.  by  the  Loblolly  Dental  Study 
Club  in  1969  as  a  memorial  to  Richard  F. 
Hunt,  a  native  of  Rocky  Mount.  Hunt,  a 
1955  graduate  of  the  UNC  School  of 
Dentistry,  died  in  a  plane  crash  in  1968.

St.  Onge  and  her  team  of 
more  than  60  School  of  Dentistry  volunteers 
joined  alumni  and  other  dental  professionals 
to  screen  Special  Olympians.  Dental  volun- 
teers screened  2,238  athletes  at  the  UNC 
Student  Union.  Eighty-nine  athletes  received 
771  sealants  and  1,911  were  fitted  with 
mouthguards.  The  department  of  endodon- 
tics, led  by  Asgeir  Sigurdsson,  worked  with 
the  sports  medicine  department  at  UNC  to 
treat  sports-related  injuries. 

'While  sealants  and  mouthguards  were  an 
immediate  success,  the  screening  data  will 
be  used  by  the  Center  for  Disease  Control  to 
learn  about  the  dental  health  of  people  with 
developmental  disabilities.  Individual  teams 
will  receive  the  screening  results  for  each 
athlete  and  athletes  needing  follow-up  care 
will  be  encouraged  to  see  a  dentist.

School  of  Dentistry  Provides  Dental  Sealants 
for  123  Orange  County  Students 


Some  students  in  Orange  County  may  make 
fewer  trips  to  the  dentist  thanks  to  the 
School  ot  Dentistry's  follow-up  of  last  year's 
Seal  the  State  program.  On  Feb.  4,  1999 
dental  hygiene  and  dental  assisting  faculty 
and  students  as  well  as  faculty  of  the 
department  of  pediatric  dentistry  applied 
dental  sealants  to  the  teeth  of  125  Orange 
County  students.  The  sealants  will  prevent 
future  cavities.  As  in  last  year's  successful 
statewide  program,  the  Orange  County 
Health  Department  identified  underprivi- 
leged students  who  would  benefit  from  this 
procedure  and  coordinated  transportation 
for  the  trip  to  the  school. 


Ginger  B.  Mann,  MS,  clinical  associ- 
ate professor  and  organizer  of  the  event  at 
the  School  of  Dentistry,  said,  "This  program 
is  special  in  two  important  ways:  it  helps 
an  under-served  population  obtain  an 
excellent  preventative  treatment  and  gives 
our  students  an  educational  experience 
in  the  context  of  outreach  and  community 
service. " 

Tooth  decay  is  one  ol  the  most  com- 
mon diseases  among  school-age  children. 
Placing  sealants  on  teeth  can  produce  an  80 
percent  reduction  in  tooth  decay.  Only  26 
percent  of  children  in  North  Carolina  have 
sealants  on  permanent  teeth.

Edgar  D.  Baker,  DDS,  a  Raleigh  orthodontist 
and  one  of  the  leaders  who  helped  to  establish 
the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry,  received  the 
Humanitarian  Award  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Academy  of  Dentistry  International  in  San 
Francisco  last  fall.  The  Humanitarian  Award 
is  given  in  recognition  of  an  individual's  sig- 
nificant improvement  to  the  quality  of  life 
and  the  human  condition.  By  his  lifelong 
commitment  to  dentistry  and  to  dental  edu- 
cation, Baker  has  improved  the  quality  of  life 
not  only  for  North  Carolinians  but  also  for  all 
who  are  touched  by  dentists  trained  at  UNC. 

Baker  is  heralded  at  the  School  of 
Dentistry  for  his  legendary  support. 
According  to  UNC  Orthodontics  Chair  Bill 
ProfFit,  "Ed  Baker  has  been  a  major  supporter 
of  the  UNC  orthodontic  program  from  its 
beginning.  He  always  accentuates  the  posi- 
tive and  works  to  make  things  better."   In 
the  late  40s,  he  was  pivotal  in  raising  money 
for  the  establishment  of  the  only  dental 
school  in  North  Carolina.  Since  that  time, 
Baker  has  established  the  Miriam  Easterling 
Baker  Fellowship  in  Orthodontics  to  honor 
his  mother,  the  G.  Fred  Hale  Fellowship  in 
Orthodontics  to  honor  his  lifelong  friend  and 
partner,  and  most  recently  he  has  made  the

vation and  creation  of 
a  new  orthodontic 
department  on  the 
second  floor  of  Brauer 
Hall.  Dean  John  W. 
Stamm  notes  of 
Baker's  contributions: 
"For  over  half  a  cen- 
tury Ed  Baker  has 
been  a  giant  not  only 
in  orthodontics  but  also  in  public  affairs  in 
North  Carolina.  His  far  reaching  vision  and 
support  for  excellence  in  orthodontic  educa- 
tion, research  and  patient  care  at  the 
University  of  North  Catolina  has  contributed 
immeasurably  to  the  unparalleled  interna- 
tional reputation  our  orthodontics  depart- 
ment enjoys  today.  Ed's  commitment  and 
generosity  to  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry 
have  also  lifted  many  individual  students 
who  were  helped  at  critical  times  by  the 
scholarship  funds  and  the  facilities  support 
he  has  provided. " 

Baker,  an  alumnus  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  and  the  University  of 
Michigan,  taught  19  years  in  the  orthodontic 
department  at  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry.

J.  Ron  Sain  '71 
recalls  vividly 
his  parents'  weekly 
routine  of 
paying  bills. 

"They  would 
sit  at  the  kitchen 
table  with  stacks  of 
money  from  his 
paycheck,"  Sain 
said.  "And  in  one  stack  would  go  the  grocery  money,  in 
another  would  go  the  money  for  bills  and  so  on.  There  was 
always  a  stack  for  the  church,  and  it  was  counted  out  first, 
and  it  was  10  percent. " 

Sain  looks  back  on  those  stacks  of  money  as  the  impe- 
tus for  his  philanthropic  support  of  a  variety  of  worthy  orga- 
nizations, including  the  Dental  Foundation  of  North 
Carolma,  Inc.  (DFNC). 

"I  give  to  the  DFNC  because  I  was  brought  up  in  a 
giving  environment,"  Sain  said.  "At  an  early  age  I  was 
taught  by  my  parents — through  religious  humility — that  if 
you  have  something  you  should  share  it  with  others  who  are 
less  fortunate  than  you.  I  feel  like  I  owe  my  success  to  other 
people  and  many  of  those  people  were  at  the  UNC  School  of 
Dentistry.  I  appreciate  my  education,  the  dedicated  people 
at  the  school,  and  the  positive  influence  the  school  had  on 
my  life." 

Sain  grew  up  in  Catawba  County,  earned  his  DDS 
from  the  school  in  1971  and  his  MS  in  orthodontics  in 
1973-  He  has  practiced  in  Newton,  N.C.,  for  26  years,  and 
soon  will  move  to  a  new  office  in  nearby  Conover.  The  new 
building  is  owned  equally  with  his  son-in-law,  Andrew  Hass 
'94,  who  also  earned  his  DDS  and  MS  in  orthodontics  from 
the  school. 

"I  earned  my  undergraduate  degree  and  went  through 
the  School  of  Dentistry  on  loan  money, "  Sain  said.  "I  also 
borrowed  money  from  a  community  foundation  in  Hickory 
and  later  found  that  the  interest  was  paid  by  unselfish  men 
who  were  leaders  in  that  community." 

Sain  recognized  the  name  of  one  of  those  community 
leaders  when  he  attended  the  School  of  Dentistry.  "I  recog- 
nized Dr.  Shuford  Abernethy's  name  on  a  plaque  beside  a 
room  in  the  Dental  Research  Center,  and  I  asked  about  it," 
Sain  recalled.  "Someone  said  he  probably  gave  money  to  put 


the  name  there,  and  I  thought  it  would  be  nice  to  be  able  to 
do  that  one  day." 

One  day.  Sain  did  indeed  link  his  name  with  the 
school  forever.  He  contributed  $25,000  to  the  Campaign  for 
Excellence  and  named  the  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Ronald  Sain 
Patient  Education  Room.  He  and  his  wife,  Karen,  a  home- 
maker  and  orthodontic  technician,  recently  celebrated  their 
son  Jason's  graduation  from  the  school. 

In  addition  to  his  monetary  support  of  the  DFNC 
(which  now  totals  more  than  $50,000),  Sain  continues  to 
provide  volunteer  leadership  as  a  member  of  the  DFNC 
Board  of  Directors.  He  is  establishing  a  charitable  remainder 
trust  that  will  provide  income  for  the  Sains  during  their  life-

times,  and  eventually  will  benefit  the  DFNC. 

"The  DFNC  board  has  been  talking  about  our  next 
capital  campaign,  and  I  really  hope  that  people  will  look  at 
giving  large  sums  out  ot  their  estates,"  Sain  said.  "We  have 
an  opportunity  to  make  these  methods  understandable  to 
our  alumni  and  friends  to  help  them  avoid  paying  all  of 
these  taxes  by  diverting  those  monies  to  the  DFNC  to  sup- 
port our  school.  I  hope  they'll  think  about  what's  going  to 
happen  to  the  gains  from  their  years  of  hard  work  it  they 
don't  consult  their  CPAs  or  a  DFNC  representative  about 
these  opportunities. " 

Avoiding  taxes  was  an  important  reason  Sain  estab- 
lished the  trust,  but  he  said  the  most  important  reason  was 
to  provide  support  for  the  DFNC  and  the  School  of 
Dentistry.  Although  he  earned  his  education  through  the 
use  of  loans  and  appreciated  those  loans  a  great  deal.  Sain 
said  he  prefers  gifts  with  no  strings  attached.  He  is  consider- 
ing designating  his  gift  for  an  endowed  fund  to  establish 
scholarships  or  perhaps  an  endowed  chair  to  help  retain  or 
recruit  an  excellent  faculty  member  to  the  school. 

Whether  he  chooses  to  support  students  or  faculty 
members,  the  DFNC  and  the  school  will  benefit  greatly 
from  his  parents'  well-taught  and  well-learned  lesson.

50  Years  in  the  Life  of  the  UNC-CH  School  of  Dentistry

-he  rich  history  of  the  School  of  Dentistry  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina-Chapel  Hill  began 
years  ago  with  classes  taught  in  Quonset  huts  and  swept  across  the  decades  as  faculty,  staff  and  student^ 
made  steady  progress  on  the  school's  four-pronged  mission  of  teaching,  research,  patient  care  and  ser\'ii  < 

At  the  advent  of  the  new  millennium,  a  time  of  dizzying  technology,  the  top-ranked  school 
continues  to  grow  and  change  and  achieve  in  the  face  of  new  challenges.  From  1950  to  2000,  the  schoul 
"iOth  anniversary  story — as  seen  through  the  eyes  of  current  and  former  deans — is  a  compelling  one 


DEAN  JOHN  BRAUER,  1950-66 
BUILDING  A  FOUNDATION 

In  1949  the  N.C.  General  Assembly, 
lobbied  by  the  N.C.  Dental  Society, 
agreed  to  provide  money  to  start  the 
state's  first  dental  school.  The  follow- 
ing year,  John  Brauer,  dean  at  the 
University  of  Southern  California,  was 
recruited  to  Chapel  Hill  to  become  the 
school's  first  dean.  The  story  goes  that  Brauer,  remembered 
by  longtime  faculty  member  Clifford  Crandell  as  an  inspi- 
rational leader  with  vision  and  focus,  interviewed  the  stu- 
dents who  would  form  the  first  dental  class  in  the  attic  of 
MacNider  Hall  while  they  all  perched  on  barrels. 

Clifford  Sturdevant  and  his  father,  the  late  Roger 
Sturdevant,  came  to  Chapel  Hill  in  July  1950  to  join  the 
young  faculty.  They  taught  the  first  pre-clinical  classes  to 
the  40  students  in  the  Class  of  1954  in  a  "World  "War  II 
Quonset  hut. 

Two  Quonset  huts  continued  to  be  used  until  the  new 
red  brick  building,  housing  clinical  teaching  facilities, 
chairs,  spittoons  and  state-of-the-art  handpieces,  was  com- 
pleted in  fall  1952. 

From  its  earliest  days,  teach- 
ing was  the  dentistry  school's  num- 
ber one  mission.  '"We  were  commit- 
ted to  teaching  our  students  to 
serve  the  public  after  they  graduat- 
ed. Along  with  that,  we  looked  at 
the  best  students  in  each  class  and 
tried  to  recruit  them  to  the  faculty, " 
said  Sturdevant,  whose  son,  John, 
represents  the  family's  third  genera- 
tion on  the  UNC  dental  faculty. 
An  important  step  forward 
had  occurred  with  the  formation  of 
the  Dental  Foundation  of  North 
Carolina,  Inc.,  in  1950.  Formal 
fundraising  initiatives  supported  by 
the  state's  dentists,  brought  in 
important  contributions  for  scholar- 


ships, research,  faculty  recruitment,  faculty  development 
and  other  projects  not  funded  by  the  state.  Dental 
Foundation  donations  also  helped  provide  matching  funds 
for  a  grant  from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health  and 
helped  get  the  Dental  Research  Center — Brauer's  brain- 
child—built by  1967. 

In  addition,  the  formal  training  of  dental  hygienists 
and  dental  assistants  (both  in  correspondence  and  resident 
programs),  as  well  as  the  establishment  of  the  first  peer 
review  program  for  clinical  dentistry  in  the  form  of  an 
intramural  practice  similar  to  the  School  of  Medicine,  put 
UNC  well  ahead  of  the  pack. 

The  school  would  flourish  during  the  "golden  years" 
of  the  late  1960s— mid  1970s  with  massive  federal  funding 
in  support  of  health  sciences.  "Brauer  saw  this  coming  and 
made  sure  that  UNC  was  in  line  to  receive  its  share  of  the 
funds,  paving  the  way  for  future  programs,"  Crandell  said. 


DEAN  JAMES  BAWDEN,  1966-74 
A  TIME  OF  EXPANSION 

When  Brauer  retired  in  1966,  James 
Bawden,  assistant  dean  for  research,  suc- 
ceeded him.  Perhaps  the  word  that  best 
characterizes  his 
eight  years  as 
dean  is  "expansion.

During  that 


time,  the  faculty  tripled,  the  student 
body  doubled  and  the  szaff  and  phys- 
ical facilities  quadrupled. 

Bawden  notes  that  he  had  an 
advantage  not  available  to  either  his 
predecessor  or  his  successors — lots  of 
federal  grants  and  a  healthy  budget 
increase  each  year  from  the  state. 
"Our  challenge  was  to  take  this  huge 
opportunity  and  spend  it  as  wisely 
as  we  could  to  see  that  the  school 
had  modern  and  effective  teaching 
and  research  programs  and  to  deal 
with  the  dental  health  needs  of  the 
people  of  the  state,'  he  recalled. 
""L'ntortunately,  no  one  is  apt  to  have 
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that  kind  ot  chance,  financially,  again." 

After  the  research  building  was  completed,  the  School 
of  Dentistry  was  designated  as  one  of  five  regional  dental 
research  centers  funded  by  the  National  Institute  of  Dental 
Research.  That  jump-started  the  research  program — already 
busy  with  studies  on  dental  materials,  tooth  development 
and  oral  cancer — and  it  has  flourished  ever  since. 

Brauer  Hall  was  started  and  completed,  and  the  first 
and  most  extensive  revision  of  the  curriculum,  a  traditional 
program  not  changed  since  the  school  started  16  years  earli- 
er, was  undertaken. 

Part  of  that  revision 
was  Bawden's  Total  Patient 
Care  system.  "Previously,  no 
student  ever  took  care  of  a 
patient  from  start  to  finish. 
When  I  was  in  private  prac- 
tice, I  had  found  this  to  be 
the  biggest  deficit  in  my 
dental  education.  So  we 
instituted  a  system  where 
the  student  works  up  a 
diagnosis  and  treatment 
plan,  completes  treatment 
and  follows  what  happens 
with  the  patient."  The  pro- 
gram, which  required  com- 
puter technology  to  track 
patients,  improved  along 
with  that  technology  and 
is  today  comprehensive 
and  effective. 

Bawden  continued  to 
serve  on  the  faculty  after  he  stepped  down  as  dean  — 
something  his  successors,  Raymond  White  and  Ben  Barker, 
did  as  well.  Over  the  last  25  years  he  has  had  a  lot  of  time 
to  observe  the  "lasting  impact"  of  both  his  successes  and  his 
mistakes.  Looking  to  the  future  he  noted  his  concern  that  a 
dentist  shortage  is  developing.  "The  population  of  the  state 
is  growing  rapidly,  and  needs  are  especially  acute  in  some  of 
the  rural  areas.  It's  going  to  take  creative  problem  solving  to 
address  the  state's  dental  needs. " 


DEAN  RAYMOND  WHITE,  1974-81 
BUILDING  A  TEAM 

Raymond  White,  assistant  dean  for 
administrative  affairs  at  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University,  was  drawn 
to  UNC  by  the  dental  school's  reputa- 
tion as  the  best  in  the  country.  He  came 
to  Chapel  Hill  as  dean  in  1974,  bring- 
ing with  him  a  "cheerleader"  mentality  and  the  desire  to 
support  the  faculty,  rally  the  alumni  and 
improve  patient  care. 

"When  I  came  to  UNC,  I  put  on  the 
hat  that  said  'clinician'  because  we  treated 
patients.  That's  not  unusual  now,  but  it  was 
unique  for  U.S.  dental  schools  in  the  mid 
'70s,"  he  said.  The  model  has  been  copied  in 
various  forms,  so  that  nearly  every  faculty 
member  in  dental  schools  today  sees  patients 
at  his/her  institution. 

While  it  was  common  for  dental 
schools  to  bring  in  experts  to  teach  annual 
continuing  education  courses  to  area  practi- 
tioners, few  offered  their  own  programs. 
Under  White's  leadership,  the  School  of 
Dentistry  used  its  involvement  in  the  state- 
funded  Area  Health  Education  Centers 
(AHEC)  program  to  expand  into  a  full- 
fledged  continuing  education  program  ot  its 
own.  Today,  the  CE  program  is  among  the 
nation's  largest,  drawing  more  than  9,000 
participants  last  year. 

From  there  evolved  a  program  to  allow 
second-year  students  to  go  out  and  work  in 
area  clinics  and  health  centers.  "Until  then,  the  only  two 
models  students  saw  were  what  faculty  did  in  class  and  what 
they  did  in  private  practice;  they  had  no  clue  about  being  a 
dentist  in  hospitals,  health  centers,  clinics  or  state  prisons. 
Through  this  program,  students  began  to  see  the  scope  ol 
activity  they  could  focus  on  with  a  dental  degree,"  White 
said. 

Growing  dental  school  programs  required  tlcxible 
money — no  longer  so  readily  available.  White  looked  to  the 
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school's  alumni — many  of  whom  remained  in  North 
Carolina  and  belonged  to  the  UNC  Dental  Alumni 
Association.  "They  became  energized,  got  into  fundraising 
and  the  annual  giving  campaign  led  to  the  endowment 
campaign,"  he  said.  "The  UNC  Dental  Parents 
group  was  started  and  their  first  fundraising 
endeavor  paid  for  the  renovation  of  several  class- 
rooms. All  this  became  very  important  as  we  got 
into  building  new  facilities  later  on." 

White  said  he  is  pleased  to  see  the  social 
changes  that  have  occurred  over  the  years.  "If  you 
walk  into  a  lecture  hall  at  the  dental  school  today, 
you'll  see  a  markedly  different-looking  group  than 
in  1974.  The  demographics  of  the  state  and 
increased  opportunity  are  reflected  today.  'We  strug- 
gled from  1974  to  1977  to  begin  to  do  that.  The  struggles 
were  clearly  worth  it  when  you  look  at  how  things  are 
today,"  he  said.   'Women  represent  43  percent  of  the  class  of 
2003  and  23  percent  of  the  class  are  minorities. 

DEAN  BEN  BARKER,  1981-89 

STAYING  COMMIHED  AND 

MAKING  PLANS 

North  Carolina  native  Ben  Barker  was  the 
first — and  to  date,  the  only — dean  who 
was  an  alumnus  of  the  dental  school.  He 
joined  the  faculty  immediately  following 
his  graduation  in  1958.  He  served  as  associate  dean  for  acad- 
emic affairs  and  co-director  of  continuing  education  in 
Bawden's  administration  and  followed  in  Brauer's  footsteps 
as  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Dental  Foundation.  After  leav- 
ing for  a  six-year  stint  as  dental  director  of  the  Kellogg 
Foundation,  he  returned  to  UNC  in  1981  as  dean. 

Barker  describes  the  '80s  as  a  decade  characterized  by 
great  transformations  in  demographic,  political,  social, 
economic,  technological  and  scientific  conditions  in  the 
world.  The  health  care  revolution  was  also  maturing.  "'We 
devoted  much  time  and  effort  trying  to  understand  the 
potential  impact  of  the  external  world  upon  us  and  our 
future,"  he  recalled. 

The  funding  heyday  of  the  '60s  and  '70s  was  over, 
with  federal  and  state  budgets  on  the  decline.  Many 


practitioners  m  the  state  and  across  the  nation  were  threat- 
ened by  the  largest  recession  and  highest  interest  rates  since 
the  '30s,  a  tripling  of  national  debt,  high  unemployment 
and  the  corresponding  decline  in  demand  for  dental  care. 
"A  vocal  minority  favored  reducing 
enrollment  at  the  university  or  even  closing  the 
school,  but  fortunately,  the  long-standing 
pattern  of  enlightened  leadership  in  the  profes- 
sion prevailed  and  the  university  stood  firm  in 
its  commitment  to  the  long-term,  greater  good 
of  the  people  of  North  Carolina,"  Barker  said. 
"The  subsequent  upward  turn  in  the  economy 
reversed  the  situation  and  currently  poses  a 
new  set  of  dental  manpower  shortages." 
Faculty  and  staff  rededicated  themselves  to  strategic 
planning  for  the  school.  That  process  focused  on  strengthen- 
ing teaching,  research  and  student  support,  expanding 
service  to  external  constituencies  and  emphasizing  patient 
care.  Toward  those  ends,  a  curriculum  review  (the  first 
since  1969)  was  conducted,  postdoctoral  programs  were 
expanded  to  three  years,  a  student  counseling/advisory  ser- 
vice was  established  and  minority  enrollment  and  financial 
aid  were  expanded. 

The  school's  first  development  officer  was  employed 
and  the  inaugural  issue  of  the  alumni  publication.  The  North 
Carolina  Dental  Revieiv,  was  published.  Institutional 
monitoring  of  patient  care  was  started  and  Barker  and  his 
staff  began  to  develop  a  clinical  quality  assurance  program. 
Plans  were  drafted  for  future  construction  of  a  patient  care 
addition,  which  the  university  made  a  top  priority  tor 
legislative  funding  and  designated  S2  million  in  resen,-e  tor 
the  project. 

DEAN  JOHN  STAMM, 

1989-PRESENT 

THE  CHALLENGE  OF  TECHNOLOGY 

John  Stamm,  who  has  been  the  schools 

dean  since  1989,  is  a  man  looking 

squarely  toward  the  tuture.  He  believes 

there  are  opportunities  to  make  significant  strides  by  'ipplv- 

ing  information  technology  to  the  dental  curriculum.   "We 

can  alter  and  improve  the  wav  our  students  learn  and 
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acquire  information  through  a  major  re-casting  oi  teaching 
ofterings  that  use  the  power  oi  the  computer  and  the 
Internet, "  he  said.  "These  resources  create  opportunities  for 
genuine  self-learning  and  reach  out  instantaneously  to  a 
huge  array  of  teaching  resources. " 

"In  the  area  ol  laboratory-based  dental  curriculum,  the 
application  ot  three-dimensional,  virtual  reality  (VR)  tech- 
nologies would  allow  the  virtual  fab- 
rication of  dental  appliances,  prosthe- 
ses and  restorations  in  a  way  that  will 
not  require  teeth  to  be  mounted  and 
drills  to  be  geared  up,"  Stamm  said. 
"Imagine  all  the  activities  that  have  to 
occur  in  the  clinical  setting  being 
accomplished  in  3D  via  computer,  so 
that  one  can  practice  over  and  over 
again  without  ever  destroying  or 
breaking  anything.  VR  is  here.  But 
it'll  take  another  decade  before  PC 
technology  becomes  powerful  enough 
and  affordable  enough  to  take  these 
VR  approaches  seriously." 

The  implementation  ot  these 
major  steps  toward  transforming  the 
teaching  environment  is  essential  to 

the  school's  continued  success,  he  added.  "This  won't  happen 
if  we  try  to  do  it  incrementally  with  an  extra  person  or  two, 
an  extra  small  allotment.  This  has  to  be  a  major  effort.  The 
question  is  whether  UNC  is  going  to  be  the  country's  lead- 
ing institution  to  accomplish  this  kind  of  change.  Others 
are  working  on  this  as  well.  But  we  have  a  real  opportunity, 
based  on  the  strength  of  our  faculty,  the  resources  of  the 
Triangle  and  the  creativity  that  permits." 

"The  School  of  Dentistry's  strong  reputation  in  the  area 
ot  research  has  grown  to  international  stature.  The  focus  for 
the  future  will  be  on  a  few  "big  science"  projects  rather  than 
many  "little  science"  projects,"  Stamm  said.  For  example,  the 
UNC  School  of  Dentistry  leads  the  nation  in  researcii  into 
the  relationship  between  oral  and  systemic  diseases. 
Researchers  are  exploring  the  notions  that  severe  periodontal 
diseases  and  oral  infections  may  have  bearing  on  cardioviiscu- 
lar  disease  and  that  pregnant  women  with  poor  oral  health 


may  be  at  risk  for  bearing  low  birth-weight  children.  "This 
is  the  kind  of  work  that  has  captured  the  imagination  of  the 
entire  dental  community  in  this  country.  And  it  originated 
here,"  he  added. 

"Patient-care  issues  that  will  become  more  pressing  in 
the  future  are  related  to  the  growing  populations  of  ambula- 
tory, elderly  people  with  significant  oral  health  needs  and 
immigrant  families,  who  may  have  dif- 
ferent dental  needs,"  Stamm  said. 

Now  beginning  his  third  term  as 
dean,  he  said  the  past  1 1  years  have  been 
busy  and  rewarding.  Student  applica- 
tions and  enrollment  are  up  in  both 
quantity  and  quality,  and  first-year 
students  this  year  are  all  using  notebook 
computers.  The  Dental  Foundation 
raised  $12.7  million  as  part  of  the 
university's  Bicentennial  Campaign,  and 
the  school  enrolled  students  in  its  first 
Ph.D.  training  program.  Tarrson  Hall 
was  opened  in  November  1997,  and  the 
new  simulation  laboratory  opened  in 
Brauer  Hall  m  1998. 

"The  school  is  ready  to  move  for- 
ward," Stamm  said.  "A  clear  challenge  is 
to  go  in  some  new  directions — to  take  on  some  exciting 
challenges  without  losing  the  strengths  that  define  our  orga- 
nization; our  clinical  standards,  the  quality  of  our  teaching 
and  the  high  level  of  research  tor  which  we're  known  have  to 
remain  in  place. "

For  John  Olmsted,  DDS, 
Endo  77,  giving  is  just  a 
way  of  life.  Thar  is  why  it 
was  never  a  question  of 
whether  or  not  he  would 
contribute  to  the  UNC-CH 
School  of  Dentistry 
through  the  Dental 
Foundation  of  North 
Carolina,  Inc.  (DFNC)  after 
graduation,  but  rather  of 
how  he  could. 

"I  couldn't  give  much  at  first,"  Olmsted  said.  "But 
my  wife,  Frankie,  and  I  have  always  been  firm  believers  in 
giving  back  more  than  we  receive,  and  UNC  gave  us  a 
lot. "The  Olmsteds'  contributions  began  with  a  gift  of  $100 
immediately  following  his  graduation,  and  they  have 
continLied  to  support  the  school  every  year  since.

UNC  and  RTI  Collaborate  for  Research 


Researchers  at  the  UNC  School  ol  Dentistry 
and  the  Research  Triangle  Institute  (RTI) 
are  collaborating  through  the  RTI-UNC 
Evidence  Based  Practice  Center  (EPC)  to 
improve  oral  health  by  identifying  state-of- 
the-science  practices  for  diagnosing,  manag- 
ing and  preventing  oral,  dental  and  craniofa- 
cial diseases  and  disorders,  and  disseminat- 
ing the  information  to  health  care  profes- 
sionals. The  National  Institute  of  Dental 
and  Craniofacial  Research  (NIDCR)  and  the 
Agency  for  Health  Care  Policy  and  Research 
(AHCPR)  are  jointly  funding  the  project. 
Dental  researchers  James  Bader,  DDS, 
MPH,  and  Daniel  Shugars,  DDS,  PhD,  and 
Arthur  Bonito,  PhD,  from  RTI  will  lead  a 
team  ot  experts  with  extensive  experience  in 
dentistry,  health  services,  methodology, 
social  sciences,  public  health,  nursing,  phar- 


macy and  medicme.  They  will  review 
existing  scientific  studies  on  diseases  and 
disorders  affecting  the  lace  and  oral  cavity 
as  assigned  by  the  NIDCR  and  produce 
evidence  reports,  which  AHCPR  and 
NIDCR  will  then  make  available  through 
the  Internet  and  in  print.  The  reports  will 
identify  effective  ways  to  diagnose,  manage, 
and  prevent  conditions  such  as  head  and 
neck  cancer,  dental  caries,  cleft  lip/cleft 
palate,  periodontal  disease,  and  oral  compli- 
cations or  manifestations  of  systemic  disease, 
such  as  HIV  disease  and  diabetes. 

The  RTI-UNC  center  is  part  of  a 
network  ot  12  EPCs  in  the  LInited  States 
and  Canada  established  by  AHCPR  in  199"' 
to  provide  clinicians  and  patients  with 
state-ot-the-science  intormation  on  common 
diseases  and  clinical  conditions.

Growing  awareness  of  important  links  between  inflamed  gums  and  other  mouth 
tissues  and  such  life-threatening  conditions  as  heart  disease  and  stroke 


has  led  the  National  Institute  of 
Dental  and  Craniofacial  Research 
(NIDCR)  and  several  private  compa- 
nies to  award  $12.7  million  to  the 
School  of  Dentistry  researchers. 
Patrick  Flood,  associate  professor  ot 
periodontology  and  associate  dean  tor 
research  at  the  school  and  associate 
professor  of  microbiology  and 
immunology  at  the  UNC-CH  School 
oi  Medicine,  along  with  James  Beck, 
Kenan  professor  in  dental  ecology, 
will  be  co-directors  and  co-principal 
investigators  for  the  five-year  study. 

School  of  Dentistry  experts  and 
their  colleagues  will  use  the  money  to 
establish  a  new  Comprehensive  Center 
for  Inflammatory  Disorders  (CCID) 
and  conduct  numerous  studies  and 
educational  activities.  The  support, 
coupled  with  funds  already  awarded  to 
investigators  at  the  dental  school  in 
this  area,  brings  total  support  for  the 
center  to  $21  million. 

"Our  new  project  is  being 
designed  chiefly  to  look  at  the  basic 
processes  of  inflammation  and  the 
relationship  ot  these  processes  to  oral 
inflammation,  such  as  gum  disease 
and  systemic  medical  conditions,"  said 
Flood.  "The  main  tocus  will  be  to 
understand  the  underlying  mecha- 
nisms of  all  types  of  inflammatory 
diseases  such  as  arthritis,  gum  disease, 
diabetes,  cardiovascular  disease  and 
even  the  birth  of  pre-term  and  low- 
birth-weight  babies." 

"Inflammation  is  the  normally 
protective — but  sometimes  destruc- 
tive— immune  system  response  that 
occurs  when  the  body  perceives  a  real 
threat,  such  as  infectious  microorgan- 
isms, or  a  threat  that  apparently  does

not  exist,"  he  said.  Arthritis  may  be 
an  example  and  result  of  the  latter. 

"As  part  of  our  education  efforts, 
we'll  also  go  out  into  the  community 
to  work  sites,  for  example,  to  teach 
people  about  how  better  oral  health 
leads  to  better  health  generally  by 
helping  prevent  cardiovascular  disease 
and  other  disorders,"  Flood  said. 

"School  of  Dentistry  researchers 
are  the  national  leaders  in  identifying 
the  connection  between  chronic  gum 
disease  and  more  debilitating  condi- 
tions," he  said.  "Among  the  public 
and  even  medical  professions,  it's  only 
starting  to  come  out  that  some  oral 
conditions  can  have  systemic  conse- 
quences for  more  serious  disorders," 
the  researcher  said.  "For  example,  we 
now  know  that  gum  disease  is  almost 
as  great  a  risk  factor  for  premature 
labor  and  delivery  as  is  smoking. 
Most  ob-gyn  physicians  probably 
underestimate  the  importance  of  good 
oral  hygiene  in  making  sure  pregnant 
women  go  to  term  and  give  birth 


to  healthy  children." 

"Potential  benefits  to  come  from 
the  new  center's  work  are  significant," 
Flood  said.  "If  periodontal  disease  is  as 
important  a  contributor  to  the  prema- 
ture birth  of  low  birth  weight  chil- 
dren as  we  predict,  then  elimination 
of  periodontal  infections  among  preg- 
nant women  in  this  country  has  the 
potential  to  reduce  the  incidence  of 
premature,  low  birth  weight  deliveries 
by  18.2  percent, "  he  said.  "This 
would  save  almost  .52,000  lives  a  year 
and  a  billion  dollars  in  intensive-care 
unit  costs." 

Led  by  the  School  of  Dentistry, 
3.5  researchers  will  be  involved  in  the 
new  center.  Other  faculty  from  the 
UNC-CH  schools  include  medicine, 
pharmacy  and  public  health,  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  the 
Lineberger  Comprehensive  Cancer 
Center,  the  Thurston  Arthritis  (Center, 
the  UNC  Center  for  Health 
Promotion  and  Disease  Prevention 
and  Duke  University.
